Canada originated in the three Mari- 
time Provinces, and a conference to 
discuss the question took place in 
Charlottetown, P. E. L. in 1864. Can- 
ada as it was then, comprised Quebec 
and Ontario or Upper and Lower UCan- 
ada asked teh privilege of sending 
delegates to this conference, Hence it 
was that MacDonald, Brown and seyv- 
eral others attended, making a total) 
of 34 delegates. 

Intervening years brought many 
difficulties and differences of opinion, 
Sir John MacDonald and Hon. George 
Brown being the two outstanding pro- 
tagonists of the political schools of 
thought. Finally to the great credit 
be it said of these two stalwart lead- 
ers, they recognized that the welfare 
of the country demanded that they 
should drop their differences and 
unite upon a plan to bring about the 
Confederation of the Provinces of 
British North America. 

This was accomplished and _ the 
Bill came into force on July 1st, 1867 
a day since designated as Canada’s 
Natal Day, Dominion Day. The Union 
included Ontario, Quebec, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia.
